CLEVELAND, O., Aug. 4.-8hoottng and 


bloodshed marked the opening of another 
day in the vicinity of the Brown hoisting 
works. 


At 1.80 this morning two men stopped 


in front of a boarding bouse where a non- 
unionist man, Gettner, lives and shouted, 
for the "scab" to come out. They then 
threw atones at the house. Presently one 
of the men drew a revolver and fired at 
the door, the bullet passing through the 
panel and entering the house. 


Tbe noise attracted the attention of the 


military and a relief party was ordered to 
the scene at doable quick. As the soldiers 
turned the corner the two men began to 
rnn, and paid no attention to the com- 
mand to halt. The soldiers opened fire 
and a lively fusillade was kept up for 
several minutes. 


Suddenly one of the men ottered a cry 


and was heard to groan as he disappeared 
In the darkness. The affair has caused 
the utmost excitement. 
The bullets 


struck several booses. The soldiers be- 
lieve the men intended to blow up the 
boarding house. 


About 150 non-unionists went to work 


this morning at the Brown hoisting 
works under the guard ol a large force of 
military. An enormous crowd of strikers 
•nd sympathizers were present but caused 
BO trouble. 


On the streets within the radius of a 


mile from the plant both soldiers and 
strikers patrolled the sidewalks. Many 
of the soldiers were doubly armed, wear- 
ing belts in which revolvers hung and 
also carrying guns ready for use. A num- 
ter of the strikers also carried guns. 


HORRIBLE 
TRAGEDY, 


A New Tork Italian Shoots His 


Wife 
and Kills 


Himselt

Njsw YORK. Aug. 4.—A bloody tragedy 


whs enacted this morning in a tenement 
in Sullivan street in the Italian colony. 
Fricisco Lomeo fired three shots into the 
body of his wiie and then blew his own 
brains oat. The only witness of the scene 
v. ns an eight-year-old daughter. 


Although the house was alive with 


Italian families not a person could be 
found to throw any light on the cause of 
the trouble which prompted the deed. 
The wile will probably not recover. The 
Lomro family occupied three rooms on 
the fourth floor. The husband was a 
blacksmith in the navy yard at Brooklyn, 
lie was tall and athletic while his wife is 
a mite of a woman and the neighbors say 
is a good woman. 


What transpired just previous to the 


shooting is not known but the deed WM 
evidently premeditated, as Lomeo bade a 
barber good-by a short time before, the 
latter supposing Lomeo was going to 
move away. The inmates of the tenement 
were startled by the shots and at the same 
time pedestrians on the street saw the 
wife spring from the window to to* fire 
eocape. 


She was covered with blood which 


flowed from twogbactly holes in her head 
and dripped down to tbe sidewalk. A 
crowd of frantic Italians headed by a 
policeman rushed into tbe rooms. Lomeo 
•was on the floor stone dead in a pool Jof 
blood. There wen evidences of a strug- 
gle. The wife was taken to a hospital. 
Her recovery is doubtful. 


FAST FREIGHT WRECKED, 


Two Hen Killed and One Fatally 


Sca'ded on the Philadel- 


phia & Reading.

BHAMOKIX, Pa., Ang. 4.—Two men were 


killed and another fatally Injured in a 
diaasterous freight wreck on the Philadel- 
phia & Heading road sis miles west of 
tow* this moraine. Tbe wreck took fire 


from tie explosion of a carload of powder, 
compelling the rescuers to keep a safe 
distance. 


The body of Engineer Michael Smock 


was cremated in fall view of tne work- 
men. He was pinned nnder the fiercely 
burning debrii. Conductor Alexander 
Smith the 
otber victim wai horribly 


crushed. He leaves a wife and several 
children. Fireman Drieabach was fatally 
scalded by steam. 


The wrecked train mas a fast freight 


and was running al the rate of forty miles 
an hour when it ran into a car door that 
had fallen across the track from a train 
ahead. 
The engine jumped and fifteen 


cars were piled up within a space of fifty 
feet. A powder car on a siding added to 
the confusion by catching fire from the 
bare ing locomotive and exploding setting 
fire to the rest of the wreck. 


THE ATLANTIC CITY WRECK, 


Fireman's Testimony Shows That En 


ffimsr Parr Was at His 


Post. 


(Special Dispatch to the Transcript.) 


ATLANTIC CITY, An*. i.— The officials 


inquiry into the cause of the recent acci- 
dent was renewed at ten this morning. 
Day tower operator Long was recalled 
and went over the ground covered yester- 
day. 


A murmur of expectancy went over the 


room when operator George Hauser was 
called. He is a small, slightly built man 
27 years of age. His palor betrayed his 
mental suffering. 
He testified emphati- 


cally that he was sober at the time of the 
accident. 


He was positive that he made no mis- 


take in the signals. He saw the train dis- 
tinctly and gave the proper signals. The 
Reading engineer gave two blasts of the 
whistle but both trains came on, though 
the Beading engine had shut off steam, to 
the point of collision. There was nothing 
at all to justify a train passing a red 
signal unless the engineer had lost control 
ot his engine. 


The most important witness was Hali- 


han, the fireman. He said his train usu 
ally left Camden a minute or two late but 
arrived ahead making up on the road. 


Thursday night the train was three 


minutes late in leaving. At Pleassntville 
the train was late half a minute. 
It was 


then 6.45. The only conversation between 
witness and Farr was about the fires. 


Across the meadows he saw the train 


going in ahead of them on Camden & 
Atlantic. She went past the tower ahead 
of the Reading train. It was the fireman's 
duty to ring the bell. The witness did so. 
He was in the tender and to see ahead lie 
was obliged to put his head outside. 


Not until the second whistle was blown 


did he see the signals of West Jersey 
train. When he did he tried to get off the 
train and went out of the cab to the ten- 
der down to the step where he was when 
the crash came. When he saw the signals 
the distant one indicated caution and the 
home signal stop. 


When be first saw the West Jersey 


train she had passed her distant signal 
and was approaching the home signal. 
He aaid nothing to the engineer nor did 
the latter speak. 


The witness could not see the engineer 


on account of the dome of the engine and 
did not attempt to see him. He knew how 
the engineer was using the air brake.

COUNCILMAN WIUIKSOX 
PRESIDED. 


Sums or Money Transferred from Certain 


Accounts to Others. Petition Received 


from Hoosac Valley Street Rail- 


road. Various Other Matters 


Acted Upon. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 


city council was called to order Monday 
evening at 7.30 by Councilman Whitaker 
and Councilman tVilkinson was electee 
president pro tern. 


The mayor announced by a communi- 


cation that the committee appointed to 
examine sidewalks where accidents were 
alleged to have occurred had discharged 
that duty and pronounced the walks in 
good condition. 


On recommendation of the mayor the 


council decided to take no action at pres- 
ent regarding the adoption of the McTam- 
many voting machine. 


On recommendation of the mayor it was 


voted to transfer $500 from the south 
cemetery fund to the West Main street 
cemetery fund, and that $500 appropriatec 
for fencing the West Main street ceme- 
tery be used for grading; that $190 be 
transferred from the park lighting -func 
to the street lighting fund, and that $3,000 
be transferred from the highway tund to 
the sewer fund. " 


An invitation to attend the celebration 


of the Bavoy centennial, August 36, was 
accepted and the president was empow- 
ered to appoint a committee on transpor- 
tation. 


The board of education was authorized 


to use $237.79—money received from tui- 
tion and other sources—for school ex- 
penses. 


On recommendation of the mayor the 


salary of the inspector of milk was fixed 
at f 100. 


Wi G. Snyder & Co. were granted the 


privilege of erecting a wooden coal shed 
on Center street, and E. Vadner was 
granted the privilege of erecting a wooden 
addition to his carriage repository on 
Center street. 


The Hoosac Valley Street Railroad com- 


pany petitioned for the privilege of ex- 
tending its line through Main, North 
Church, Eagle, Union and Beaver streets 
to the city limits. It was voted to hold 
a public hearing in the council chamber 
Wednesday, August 19, in the presence of 
the council, open to all parties interested) 
ana final action will probably be taken at 
that time. 


An ordinance was introduced in favor of 


the city accepting Marion avenue, West 
End terrace, First and Second streets at 
Braytonville. Referred to committee on 
streets. 


An ordinance allowing the city to hold 


and use funds left for the care of graved 
was favorably reported by the committee 
011 ordinances and was passed to be 
ordained. 


Highland avenue was accepted. 
Petitions regarding the acceptance of 


Church street in Blackinton and Dover, 
Richview and Yale streets were tabled. 


It was voted that Porter street should 


be cared for by the city as in the past 
until a grade is establibbed and it is 
accepted by the city. 


On motion of Councilman Farley an 


ordinance was adopted regarding the call- 
ing and conduct of elections. 


Ordinance 13, pertaining to highways, 


was amended by striking out the sentence 
providing that no street shall be accepted 
which is less than forty feet wide.

HEAVY DAMAGES ARE DEMANDED. 


Result of the BIS Freshet of Last March. 


Block Was Damaged and Merchants' 


Suffered Losses. The Suits to be 


Firmly Contested. 


Suit has been brought by parties in 


pover,;N. H., against Colonel John Brace- 
well of this city to recover damages to the 
amount, of $25,000. At the time of the 
March freshet a portion of the Bracewell 
block at Dover, which is owned by Col- 
onel Bracewell, was carried away and 
took with it the stock of goods and fix- 
tures of Roberts Brothers, boot and shoe 
dealers, and of Kate I. Flynn & Co., mil- 
liners. 


Since that time there 
have been 


rumors at times that these Arms would 
bring suit for damages against the owner 
of the block.but it ia now known that suits 
have been brought for damages caused by 
the collapse of the building, for' an aggre- 
gate amount of |25,000. The suits were 
entered last week and were served by a 
deputy sheriff, who filed copies with the 
city clerk at Dover. The Roberts Brothers 
sue for f 15,000 and Kate I. Flynn & Co. 
for $10,000. 


The amount of actual damage is speci- 


fied as $12,000 for the former concern and 
$7000 for the latter. In each cose it is al- 
leged that the building was constructed 
on stone piers insecurely affixed and that 
the defendant concealed the defective con- 
struction of the building from the plain- 
tiffs and the consequent danger of occupy- 
ing the same. The caso is unusual in 
some of its features and as all parties con- 
cerned have secured able counsel an inter- 
esting legal contest is anticipated. 


The block in question stands over the 


river, which runs through the city of 
Dover, and when it was erected it was set 
nearly two feet above the highest high 
water mark for fifty years, but the un- 
precedented freshet ot last March dam- 
aged the building badly and the firms 
above mentioned sufl'ered heavy losses.

Some Reasons Why It Will Cost More 


Than Was Estimated. 


There are several reasons why the Main 


street surface sewer is to cost more than 
tbe first estimate, and which made it 
necessary for the council to transfer 
money from the highway to the sewer 
account Monday evening.

It was then proposed to lay the 
surface sewer through Marshall street to 
Center, but Marshall street was found so 
full of pipes of various kinds that it was 
thought best to go through Holden and 
Center streets. This makes tbe sewer 
onger than the flrst estimate and necessi- 
tates additional catchbasins and man 
holes, and, taken altogether, the changes 
add considerable to the cost of the work.

Messrs. F. E. Swift and S. B. Dibble, 


who returned Saturday from their trip to 
Europe with the Ancients and Honor- 
ablesof Boston, of which they arc mem- 
bers, are enthusiastic over the pleasures 
of tbe journey and the cordial treatmert 
the organization received at all points. 


The company sailed fspm Boston on the 


Servia June 29 and the voyage over was a 
very pleasant one. Tbe band gave dally 
concerts and the Atlantic Daily, pub- 
lished on shipboard, furnished the pas' 
sengers much amusement and iiiforma- 
matlon, for in addition to tbe gossip con- 
cerning matters and people on board it 
gave a history of the Ancients and Honor- 
able* and much other interesting and in- 
structive reading. One piece of "local 
news" concerned two stowaways who 
came to light the day after the vessel 
railed. Tue Daily said of them: 


"There are two men on board v>ho are

They 
Bay they are not stowaways, and tbo 
question is how shall they be classified. 
They may not be stowaways, but they 
certainly made an effort to stowaway too 
much liquor and hence they are here. 


"It seems that the young fellows didn't 


know they were ou board till Tuesday 
morning. They made the astounding dis- 
covery under somewhat peculiar circum- 
stances. After quite a search one boy 
found himself in a coil of rope in a boat in 
the upper deck, while the other one dis- 
covered a man in a main deck closet and 
found by looking in a mirror that the 
man was himself." 


A subscription was at once started to 


pay the passage of tbe young fellows and 
save them from a term in an English 
prison. 
They said they went aboard to 


see some friends off, that they were 
Seated to brandy and knew no more till 
they waked up and found themselves a 
day out. 


A short item that must have been of in- 


terest at the time is the following. 


"Supt. Wm. L. Coon has an original 


preventative for seasickness. He tried it 
the otber night. First he soaked the foot 
of his bunk, and incidentally bis feet, 
with salt water admitted through a port- 
hole. Then through the assistance of a 
misguided friend he did the same to his 
head." 


A feature of this little paper was a 


chart on which the position of the vessel 
was shown every day. 
The paper was 


edited and published by E. O. Heath and 
J. H. Hartley. Mr. Dibble brought borne 
a. complete file of it. 


Messrs Swift and Dibble spent most of 


the time iu London, Paris and Liverpool, 
while some of the company traveled 
farther, taking a trip up tbe Rhine. The 
company was royally received in exery 
city visited and the outing was one con- 
tinuous round of banqueting and sight 
seeing. The London Daily Graphic nave 
a fine account oi their reception in that 
city, with illustrations, and gave tbe 
address of welcome by tiie Prince of 
Wales as follows. 


Tlie Prince's Welcome-. 


"Colonel Walker, Ofilcersand Men of the 


Ancient and Honorable Artillery Com. 
pany of Massachusetts: The Princess and 
I are exceedingly glad to see you here, 
and we hope that yon will carry back to 
your distant home pleasant recollections 
of your visit to this country. You <"o not 
come as strangers, but as members ol tlie 
great English speaking community, and 
as belonging to ourselves—to the Honora- 
ble Artillery company of London. I can 
assure you that it gives us the greatest 
pleasure to receive you here at our noire."

"it could hardly be said that the conn- 
try possessed, for practical purposes, 
any measure of the value of commodi- 


Speaking of the effects npon tbe peo- 


ple at large of this debased coin of un- 
certain value, this great historian sayi 
that "it may well be doubted whether 
all the misery which had been inflicted 
on the English nation in a quarter ot a 
century by bod kings, had ministers, 
bad parliaments and bad judges was 
equal to tho misery caused in a couple 
of years by bad crowns and had shil- 
lings. " He describes the workings and 
effects in the following language: 
• But when tho great instrument of ex- 
change became thoroughly deranged, 
all trade, all industry, were smitten aa 
with a palsy. The evil was felt daily 
and hourly in almost every place and 
by almost every class, in the dairy and 
on the thrashing floor, by the anvil and 
by the loom, on the billows of the ocean 
and in the depths of the mine. Nothing 
could be purchased without a dispute. 
Over every counter the're was wrangling 
from morning to night The workman 
and his employer bad a quarrel ns regu- 


| larly as the Saturday camo round. On 
| a fair day or a market day the clamors, 
' the reproaches, the taunts, the curses, 


were incessant, and it was well if no 
booth was overturned and no head 
broken. No merchant wonld contract to 
deliver goods without making some 
stipulation about the quality of tho coin 
in which ho was to be paid. Even men 
of business wera often bewildered by 
the confusion into which all pecuniary 
transactions were thrown. The simple 
and the careless were pillaged without 
mercy by extortioners, whose demands 
grew even more rapidly than the money 
shrank. The price of the necessaries 
of life, of shoes, of ale, of oatmeal, rose 
fast. 


The laborer found that the bit of 


metal which, when he received it, \ras 
called a shilling would hardly, when 
he wanted to purchase a pot of beer or 
a loaf of rye bread, go as far as six- 
pence. Where artisans of more than 
usual intelligence were collected in 
great numbers, as in the dockyards at 
Chatham, they were able to make their 
complaints heard and to obtain some 
redress. But the ignorant and helpless 
peasant was cruelly ground 
between 


one class which wonld give money only 
by tale and another which wonld take 
it only by weight.—"Macaulay's His- 
tory of England."

DESPITE A JUDGE'S ORDER. 


Seaboard Air Line To Continue Iti Fight 


Against the Sooth«rn Railway. 


Baltimore, Aug. 4.—The announce- 


ment is made that, despite the injunc- 
tion of Judge Sitnontoa, the Seaboard 
Air line does not propose to suspend 
it« warfare on the Southern railroad. 
It is clairaad by the Seaboard officials 
that the interstate commerce commis- 
sion has not jurisdiction over water 
lines, and that the fight will be con- 
fined to Chesapeake bay if the injunc- 
tion granted by .Judge Simonton Is 
made 
permanent. 
The 
Seaboard, 


which owns the old Bay line, will, it 
is said, cut rates from Baltimore to 
Atlanta by putting in a tariff that 
will 
involve 
a 
deep 
cut 
from 


Baltimore to Portsmouth and the ap- 
plication of local rates from the latter 
point to Atlanta. On August 8, when 
the Seaboard's present cut rate tariff 
is withdrawn, it is said, a new rate of 
seventy-two cents a hundred pounds, 
first-class, will immediately go into 
e'ffect from Baltimore to Atlanta, via 
the Bay line. The standard rate is 
81.07 from Baltimore and seventy-nine 
cents frnir- Portsmouth to Atlanta, and 
the Sejiboard officials say that they can 
nnc*a'tain the cut rate indefinitely. 
The Seaboard officials have not yet an-
